CAPITAL CORRESPONDERCE

Columbia, S. C., Feb. 2znd, 1913.

When I sent my last letter it
was with the full espectation, if
not the hope, that 15 wounld be
the final one for the session of
1913, but we cannot tell what a
day will bring forth, and our cal-
culations may be for nanght: it
was fully expected we would
wind up Friday night and gef
‘home to celebrate Washington’s
birthday, in fact, because of not
getting through I bad to forego
the pleasure of being a guest at
a banquet in Charleston in honor
of my old college chum, George.
Just why the delay, would be
hard for me to explain, its first
one cause then another, but in
my opinion, mostly cussedness
on the part of a minority who
are determined to prevent the
enactment of a local compulsory
edacation.law, and these few are
in the midst of 2 filabuster which
may last all through the coming
week. The appropriation and
the supply bills are yet to be
acted npon before they can go to
the free conference for the final
touches, and if this filabuster
keeps up I do not know but that]
the Governor will yet be called
upon to have an extra session to
provide tie necessary money to
run the government.

The forty day limit is out and
passed, and the legislators who
are doing overtime are not get-
ting pay, they are working for
nothing and furnishing them
selves which I submit is an ex-
pensive luzury in these piping
times of money depression.

I hardly know just what was
done *this week more than the
ratification of the Acts already
passed. and the relieving of the
air compressions which have
been burdening the systems of
the several statesmen; even Bob
White looks a little shrivelled
since he made his speech which
was ‘“‘Mr. Speaker I move to
table the bill.” The bill was to
increase the county board  of
commissioners to four members.
it passed the Senate and when it
reached - the House Robert did
not look npon it with approying
eyes, so he determined hé would
take this measure as a provoca-
tion to starsle the House with
his maiden speech; the day and
the hour arrived, the galleries
were filled with the beanty of the
South, the trees without appear-
ed to be locking in at the win-

“dows to nod theic approval. at
last he arose, his rising was a

signal for silence, then Robert
uncorked himself to let fizz his
motion ‘‘to table the bill;” it was
done so grandly, and so elo
quently as ever Robert Emmett
sent an oratorical bolt into a par-
liment. The motion to table pre-
vailed, and the bl to increase
the service for a better efficiency
for the county, flattened itself
out nupon the table as if it had
been run over by a locomotive,
but the darned thing did not like
to stay on the table, and by some
means it hitched itself on to
‘another bill and made its escape
from the watchful eyes of Rob-
ert, going on its way to a legal

e, and it is now safely
lodged among the laws upon the
statute books; the Governor has
appointed for the other two com-
missioners, Mr. C. J. Haley of
Wilson, and Mr. Bruce W. De
Schamps of Pinewood, and when
Robert wakes up he will discov-
er that when the Senator en-
deavors to do a service for the
county it usuaily has been well
considered, and it is done with a
view to the county’s good, and
too, it nmever pays to brag until
you are sure the thing youn pro-
pose to do has been or will be
done.

The Mitchum bill spoken of
last week got = divided report
from the finance committee, and
notwithstanding there is great
merit in the proposition. I was
afrajd it would not get through
this session because it carries an
appropriation, and this commit-
tee is not disposed to g1ve appro-
priations to pew institutions at
this time, so I toid Mr. Mitchum
that it would be the part of wis-
dom to let the bill rest upon the

calendar for this session and at
the next we can take it up and
make a fight for it; were it not
so late I might undertake hand-
ling it now but I explained to
the aunthor if the bill was press-
ed now it would be killed, and he
has agreed to let it go over.

My Magistrates bill is still on/
the House calendar and I think|
is amonyg the number to get car |
ried over to the next session, it
is a good bill and it should have
passed the House just as it did
the Senate. All of my other bills
have been made into law and
bave received the approval of
the Governor.

Mr. White’s bill has gotten lost
in the shuffle. I have been un-
able to find out its fate.

The timber tax bill has been

ratiied with about 36 counties
exempted from it, which to my
mind makes it uncounstitutional
asthatinstrument distinctly says
taxation must be uniform. How-
ever, I am-willing for Berkely
to have that question settled.

As I have said before in other
letters there has been very little
legislation of a general nature,
few bills of general effect have
been introduced, and these few,
have been sidetracked for local
matters. There are several bills
such as the two cent rate tbat
may come up next week in order
to give its author an opportunity
to uncork, but it is altogether
impossible for the bilis to puss.

For the past two days 1 have
been quite unwell, not enough tu
be in bed, but sufficiently so as
to make me unfit for work. 1
leave for home tonight where I
shall try to recfiperate, and be
ready for a hard service next
week.

I regret exceedingly the short
ness of this letter, but I am not
physically able to think and
write. Iam going home to take
medicine and rest.

Columbia, Feb. 23.—Special:
The influence of Gov. Blease
made itself felt in both branches
of the General Assembly during
the past week, when the ques
tion of passing a number of bills
over his veto arose. The Seuvate
dealt rather rothlessly with the
official disapproval of measures
on the part of the Chief Execu-
tive and proceeded to repeat the
former expressed desire for the
passage of the bills which it had
shown when they were up on
second and third readings. In
the the upper body none of the
vetoes were Sustained.

A different story, however,
must be told for the House. The
Governor cracked his whip a
nomber of times and his sup
porters in the lower branch feli
into ranks and championed bis
views with such ardor that all
of the biiis which the House had
considered on the question of
passage over the vetoe of the
Governor failed to receive the
necessary two thirds vote whicb
would make them laws. For the
first time during the session, an
opportunity was given to size
up accurately the exact strength
of the Bleaseites and it is safe
to say that in the House more
than one-third of the members
accord with the Governor’s ideas
of proper legislation.

Such purely local “matters.
which are generally supposed
to pass without fail, as the issue
of bonds fora Court House and
jaii for Jasper County, were
vetoed by the Governor and the
veto was sustained by the House.

The most portentuous measure
to be acted upon during the
week was the McCravey com-
pulsory school attendance law,
which the House passed by an
overwhelming vote. This came
as a rather distinet surprise in
legislative circles. The Senate
has spent several good days in
considering the bill on its third
reading, and adjourned Saturday
morning without taking a vote
on the matter.

The opposition developed in
the upper house far overshadow-
ed that shown in the lower
branch. Several Sevators have
fought it bitterly and so success-
fully conducted a tilibuster that
a vote was prevented. The views
expressed by opponents to the
bill are about the same as the
old line arguments which have
been heard in every school house
throughout the State where the
question has been debated every
Friday afternoon. Negro educa-
tion, personal liberty, the inter-
ference of the State in private
affuirs and kindred arguments
have been forcibly advanced by
the opponents of the bill.

But, if the Senate should pass
the bill will the Governor veto
it? On the political stump he
has frankly and {frequently
spoken  against compulisory
school attendance. However,
some weeks ago at the Bar As:
sociation banquet held in this
city,-Governor Blease tovk occa
sion to say, iu the course of an
after dioner speech, that he
favored such a law where the
people did not take advantage
of the school facilities at hand.
It is very evident that a veto
would kill the bill.

Tke House has passed the
Senate Laney oil inspection bill,
which the Senate acted favora
bly upon last week. Under the
provisions of the Act, oil com
panies operating in this State
will be taxed one-tenth of 1 per
cent ou the value of their pro
ducts sold in South Carolina.
This is to be used for the pur-
pose of defraying the expeunses
incident to analysis of the oils.
it is designed w preveat inferior
grades of illuminating and mo
tor oils from being dumped upon
the markets here, as it is claim-
ed has been done in the past.

The House adjourned Friday
night to meet again Wednesday
The Sen

ing and will reconvene Tuesday
night at 8. It is thought that
final odjournment will be iaken
pext Saturday.

O'L INSPECTIOXN BILL.

Perhaps the most important
legislation of the session bas
been the Lapey-Evans Oil lo-
spection Act. It has passed its
final reading and opens up an
entirely new tield of inspection.
The bill was overwhelmingly
adopted and its provisions zre to
provide for the inspection, analy-
sis and tests of oil for illuminat-
ing purposes and for use in
stoves, and of gasolines for use |
in internal combustion engines, |

and to fix penalties for the viola-
tion of the same.

Be it enacted by the General
Assembly of the State of South
Carolina:

Section 1. That all gasohne,
benzine. naphtha, kerosene or
other like products of petrolenm
under whatever name called, us
ed for illuminating. heating or
power purposes, sold or offered
for sule in this State and to be
used in this State for power, il-
Juminating or heating purposes,
shall be subjected to inspection
and test to determine their safe-
ty and value for power, 1illumi-
nating or heating purposes. All
wanufacturers, wholesalers and
jobbers, before selling or offer
iwg for sale in this State, any
casoline, kerosene or other min-
eral oil for power, iliuminating
or heating purposes, shall tile
with the commissioner of agri
calture, commerce and industries
a statement that they desire to
do business in the State. and fur
nish the name of brand of the oil
ur oils which it is desired to sell,
with the name and address of the
manufacturer, and that the oil or
oils will comply with the require-
ments of this Aet The depart-
ment of agriculture, commerce
and industries shall have power
at all times and at all places to
have collected samples of any
gasoline, illominating or heating
oils offered for sale, and have
the same tested or anaiyzed. The
inspection of oils as authorized
in this Act shail be under the di-
rection of the commmissioner of
agriculture, commerce and in
dustries, who is authorized tu
wake all necessary rules and reg
ulations for the inspection of
sach oils, to employ all neces
sury chemist or chemists. and to
euforce standards as to safety.
purity, value for power and heat-
ing purposes, or absence from
objectionable substances and lu
winosity, when not in conflict
with the provisions of this Act,
and which he may deem neces
sary to provide the people of the
State with satisfactory gasoline
and iiluminating oil.

Section 2. The following stan
dards shall be enforced under
the provisions of this Act: A.
The flash test of illuminating oils
<had! be not less than 100 degrees
Fahrenheit, as tested by the
Blliott method closed cup—ac-
cording to directions prepared
by the commissioner of agricul
ture, commerce and industries
B. All illuminating oils shall
show not more than 6 per cent
by weight of residue remaining
undistilled at 570 degrees Fah
renheit. C. Photometic tests of
illuminating oils must show a
steady flame of good quality and
good 1llnminating power. D. All
gasoline, naphtha, benzine and
vils psed for power and heating
purposes shall bear label. stamp
or lettering as directed by the
rules of the commissioner of ag-
ricuiture, commerce and indus
tries showing their flash test
(Elliott closed cup method,) their
specific gravity and their quality
apon distillation.

Section 3. The commissioner
of agriculture, commerce and in-
dustries shall appoint such num-
ber of oil inspectors as will be
pecessary, not exceeding one for
each Coungressional district,
whose compensation shall be fix
ed by the commissioner of agri-
culture, commerce and indus
tries, not to exceed $1,000 and
expenses each per annum. If ad-
visable the feed inspector and
chemists of the department of
avriculture. commerce and in-
dustries shall also assist in the
enforcement of the oil inspection
law of the State. Each inspector
before entering upon his duties
shall take an oath of office before
some person authorized to ad
minister oaths. The inspector
shall have power to exumioe all
barrels. tanks or other vessels
centaining  gasoline, illuminat
iug or beauug oils, to see Liat
they ave properly tagged .s e
quired in this Act, and they suall
as directed, collect and test sam-
ples of oil offered for sale in dif-
terent sections of the State, and
when instructed collect and send
sawples to the department of ag-
ricultare, commerce and indus-
tries for exawination.

Section 4. For the purpose of
defraying expenses counected
with the inspection, testing and
analyzing of oils in this State,
there shall be paid to the com
missioner of agriculture, com-
werce and industries a charge of
one-eighth cent per gallon, which
payment shall be made before
delivery to ageats, dealers or
consumers in the State. <Each
barrel, tank, tank car or other
coutainer or oil shall have at-
tached therelo @ tag or stamp
stating thatall charges ure spec-
iied in this section have been
paid; and the commissio.er of
agriculture, comwerce and in
dustries is hereby empowered to
prescribe a form for such tags:
Provided, ‘That they shall be
such as to meet the requirements
of the trade in oils and to adopt
such rules and regulations as
will insure the eunforcement of
this law. Where oil is shipped
tanlk cars or other large contain-
ers the manufacturer or jobber
shall give notice to the commis-
sioner of agriculture, commerce
and industries of every shipment.
with the name and address of
the person, company or corpora-
tion to whow it is sent, and the
number of gallons or the day the
shipment 1s mzde.

Section 3. All moneys receiv-
ed under the provisions of this
Act shall be paid into the State
treasury. All checks or orders
in payment for tags or stamps
shall be made payable to the
State Treasurer. The commis-
sioner of agriculiure, commerce
and industries is authorized to|

draw out of said fund, upon his
warrants, such sums as may be

necessary to pay all expenses in
curred in connection with this
Act, including salary cf oil chem-
ist or chemists, cost of inspec-
tion, tags, blanks, efc.

Section 6. The commissioner
of agriculture, commerce and in-
dustries shall include in his re-
port to the General Assembly an
account of the operations and
expenses under this Act.

Section 7. Whenever a com-
plaint is made to the department
of agricunlture, commerce and in-
dustries in regard to the power,
illuminating or heating quanti-
ties of any oil sold in this State,
the commissioner shall cause a
sample of said oil or oils com-

have the same thoroughly analy-
zed and tested as to safety or
value for power or heating pur
poses or illuminating qualities.
if such analysis or other tests
shall show that the oil is either
unsafe or of inferior quality for
.power, heating or iiluminating
purposes, its sale shall be forbid-
Jen and reports of the result or
results be sent to the party mak
ing the complaint and to the
wanufacturer or said oil.

Section 8. Every person who
shall fraudulently brand or stamp
any package or barrel or other
vessel, or use a stamp a second
time, or keep any gasoline, ker-
vsene or other like products of
petrolenm. under whatever name
called, used for illuminating,
heating or power purposes, not
marked and branded in accord-
ance with the regulations of the
commissioner of agricultore,
commerce and industries, or vio-
:ate any other provision of this
Act or any regulation adopted
by the commissioner of agricul-
ture, commerce and industries
for its enforcement. shall be
suilty of a misdemeanor. and
tined not less than ten ($10) for
=ach offence nor more than three
bundred ($300) dollars.

Section 9. If any person, man-
ufacturer or dealer shall sell or
offer for sale in this State any
of said gasoline, keroseme or
other like products of petroleum
under whatever name called,
used for illuminating heating or
power purposes, before first
having the same labeled and
tagged as required by the regu-
lations adopted by the commis
sioner of agriculture, commerce
and industries, he shall be guilty
of a misdomeanor, and, on con
viction. be fined not exceeding
three hundred (300) dollars, and
the said oils and fluids be for-
feited and sold, and the proceeds
thereof go to the common szhool
fund of the State. If any manu-
facturer or dealer of said gaso:
line, illuminating or heating
fluids shall, with intent to de-
ceive or defraud, alter or erase
the label or tag to indicate a
diferent flash test, granty or
quantity, than is indicated by
the label or stamp, on convic-
tion, be fined not exceeding fifty
($30) dollars for every such of-
fence.

Section 10. Any inspector who
while in office, shall be inter:
ested, directly or indirectly, 1n
the manafacture or vending of
any of the gasoline, illuminat-
ing or heating oils, shall be
vsuilty of a misdemeanor, and
on conviction, shall be fined not
less than three hundred ($300)
dollars.

Section 1i. All prosecutions
for fines and penalties under
the provisions of this Act shall
be by indictment in a Court of
competent jurisdiction.

Section 12. The provision of
this Act shall not apply to the
retail dealer in oils, uunless such
retail dealer shall sell or offer
to sell oils of a manufacturer,
wholes .ler or jobber who refuses
to comply with the provisions
of this Act.

Section 13. This Act shall be
in force from and after July 1,
one thousand nine hundred and
thirteen.

The Act has yet to go to the
Governor for his approval. ~

Ordering the Election for Con-
gressman in First District
—¢Equal Rights to All
Men and Special Priv-
ileges to None.”

Shortly after Congressman Legare's
death I wrote to each county chairman
in the 1st, Congressional district in
order to get their views in regard to
holding a primary All of them aos-
wered, favoring the primarv. I my-
self, personally, favored it, as I have
always favored the primary io this
State. As the candidates were an-
pounced, I addressed¢z letter to each
of them, whether prospective candi-
dates or those positively anpounced,
and each of them answered, favoring
the primary. I secured this informa-
tion for two reasoos; first, sothat when
the executive committee met I coud
furnish It to them, and, secondly, thal
I might order the general election ul
such time as would give opporiunity
for & primary to be held.

“] am a member of the Stute execu-
tive committee, but have not attended
a meeting since the preseat chairman
was elected, and will not atwnd oce
while he is chairman, I do not speak
to him, and pever expect to—person-
ally, oo business or otherwise. Coo-
sequently 1 would not attend any meet-
ing over which he presided, znd if I
should be so uofortunzie as to be in
one where a majority would select hirn
as their presiding officer, I would im-
mediately retire.

“When the committee met here last
Friday I was exceedingly busy, having
just received from my secretary, Col.
Aull, & large number of Bills which
‘had been ratified by the General As-
sembly and were awaiting my signa-
ture. I thought, however, that the
committee would consult the Governor
—not the member of the committee
from Newberry, but the Governor ‘of
the State, whose duty it was to order
the election, upon the time the pri-
mary should be ordered. However,
the committee—or, at ieast. those who
met; I understand there was not & quo-
rum present, and those in the meeting
had noright to transactany business-but
those who did meet, following their us-
ual custom of iast year. showed their
political bias and prejudice against the
present Goverpor by absolutely igoor-
ing him in the matter, and I feel that I
am in no way bound to recognize the
zcts ol & mioority of a committee, who
did not constitute a quorum, when they
absolutely ignored me in the matter.

“Some time ago I aonounced to you
that I would order the election possibly
the second Tuesday io April, but cer-
tainly duricg the month of April, for I
deemed it extremely important oo ac-
count of Charlestoo’s situation and lo-
cation towards the Panama Canal, and
also for the reason that it hus been
agreed that the appointmenrs of Presi-
dent Wilson in this State shail be gov-
eroed by the Congressmen of the re-
spective Districts—in view of these
fucts, I say, [ deemed it extremely im-
portant for thisimportaot post at Wash-
ington to be filled at the earliest pos-
sible moment. I was surprised, then,
when I saw that the committee had not
ooly igoored me, but had igoored the
date which I had suggested, aud post-
poned the primary to a date which, if
it should be allowed to govern the date
for the geoeral election, would d-prive
this District of a representative until
the end of the special session of Con-
gress which President Wilson will cali,
which I thiok would ve very detriment-
al to the best interests of the District,
and particularly to the port and city of
Charleston.

“Huwever, to be frank with you and
with the people of the District, I do oot
think a primary advisable if it is to be
used as a means to rub candidutes by
feree, and I think ivdiseraceful and dis-
gusting that any bodv of white meb
should say that another white mao shull
pay the enormous aod extravagaut sum
of 8500 for the bare privilege of being «
candidate in a white man's primary in
South Carolina. It is outrageous, be-
cause it utterly deprives the poor white
man of the right of entering the race.
By the time he raises this 3500. and
then pays his absolutely necessary ex-
penses, aod the coniributions that will
be expected of him by the couvty com-
mittees, apd the individual cootribu-
tions which every candidate does pay,
and is forced o make under the disguise
of charity, he will be ruioed, if heisa
poor man, and. in short, it simply means
that nobody but a corporatioa official,
or corporation-furnished-money candi-
date can get in the race, T believe that
is the purpose for which iv was doge.
and if, as tne Goveroor of the people of
this State, I can thwart i, I believe it
is my duty to do so, and I propose to do
it. Apd I propose, in the next Stare
Convention, to make a fight to fix the
ussessments of candidates, through a
committee, 2od tuke it out of the hands |
of a sev of politicians who place them- |
selves as the special guardians of the
people and attempt to deprive the poor
mun of the privilege of euteriag a race.
